WATCH OUT FOR POPLAR 
BUD-GALL MITES 

This mite is very damaging to 
poplar trees. The damage that is 
caused is seldom noticed until the 
trees are infested past recovery. 

The mite damages the trees by 
causing a leaf cluster to become 
distorted and form a mass of tissue 
somewhat like a wart. Each time 
a gall Is foimed the number of 
leaves are reduced. Initially this is 
not important, but as the number 
of galls—increase the tree, becomes 
weaker and weaker until the tree 
dies. 

As the chemicals (to not seem 
to control the poplar bud-gall mite, 
the only practical method of con¬ 
trol seems to be removal of the 
particular gall by pruning. On a 
small tree, individual galls can 
easily be removed. Older, larger 
trees \yhich—can become heavily 
infested would require a very large 
amount of time to prune each gall 
individually. With large trees whole 
branches can be removed. 

Deciduous trees, regardless of 
the reason, should be pruned only 
during their dormant season. In 
the case of the poplar bud-gall 
mites, it is doubly important that 
we prune in the dormant season 
as the mites begin to spread al- 
1 must a s soon ns the buds b e g i n to - 
grow. 

Also important, all infested trees 
should be pruned clean during the 
same season. This means any im¬ 
mediate re-infestation is eliminat¬ 
ed. All cuttings should be burned 
and definitely not left in the 
shelter belt. Even if the galls are 
cut from the tree, the mites can 
still hatch and cause damage. If 
you’re interested in further infor¬ 
mation on pruning of various trees 
and shrubs, we have excellent in¬ 
formation in the office for 
distribution. 

FARMERS SHAKE DOWN 30% 

In 1949 the farmer received 58 
cents from every food dollar. This 
58 cents was used to pay the far¬ 
mer’s expense of growing the crop 
and selling the crop, with some left 
over to live on during the winter. 
Today, the same farmer gets 41 
cents. Just to break etven, the far¬ 
mer of 1966, has to get by with 
30% less of each dollar’s worth of 
food. How can this happen. The 
answer is a simple one, “become 
more efficient,” but this is not an 
easy thing to do. It appears that 
the farmers' share will have to in¬ 
crease if we want a constant supply 
of more food. We already have 
problems with Dairy products. 
Other food projects could easily 
become in short supply.

2. That the Village of Lomond enter into an agreement with 
the County of Vulcan No. 2 to provide for joint recreation 
programs in the Village of Lomond and Electoral Division 
No. 6 of the County of Vulcan No. 2, and to provide for a 
joint recreation board to manage such recreation programs, 
such to consist of seven members, four of whom shall be 
appointed by the County of Vulcan No. 2 and three to be 
appointed by the Village of Lomond. 

3. That a special tax of one (1) mill be levied each year on 
all rateable property within the said recreation area that 
appears on the assessment roll of the Village of Lomond, 
for the purpose of the joint recreation program.
